Setting his campaign

Osawatomie, Kan. 

Declaring the American middle 
class in jeopardy, President Obama 
on Tuesday outlined a populist eco- 
nomic vision that will drive his re- 
election bid, insisting the United 
States must reclaim its standing as 
a country in which everyone can 
prosper if provided “a fair shot and 
a fair share.” 

While never making an overt 
plea for a second term, Obama 
offered his most comprehensive 
lines of attack against the candi- 
dates seeking to take his job, only 
a month before Republican vot- 
ers begin choosing a presidential 
nominee. He also sought to inject 
some of the long-overshadowed 
hope that energized his 2008 cam- 
paign, saying: “I believe America 
is on its way up.” 

In small-town Osawatomie, in 
a high school gym where patriotic 
bunting lined the bleachers, Obama 
presented himself as the one fight- 


ing for shared sacrifice and suc- 
cess against those who would gut 
government and let people fend for 
themselves. He did so knowing the 
nation is riven over the question of 
whether economic opportunity for 
all is evaporating. 

“Throughout the country, it’s 
sparked protests and political 
movements, from the tea party to 
the people who’ve been occupying 


the streets of New York and other 
cities,” Obama said. 

“This is the defining issue of 
our time,” he said in echoing Pres- 
ident Theodore Roosevelt’s famous 
speech here in 1910. 

“This is a make-or-break 
moment for the middle class and 
all those who are fighting to get 
into the middle class,” Obama said.

In his speech Tuesday, President

W.Va. Mine to Pay $210M 


Settlement reached 
in 2010 explosion 
that killed 29 men 


Beaver, W.Va. 

The new owners of the West Vir- 
ginia coal mine where 29 men were 
killed in an explosion agreed Tues- 
day to pay a record $210 million in 
penalties over what the govern- 
ment called an “entirely prevent- 
able” tragedy caused by the pursuit 
of profits ahead of safety. 

It is the biggest settlement ever 
reached in a U.S. mining disaster, 
and the money will go to compen- 
sate grieving families, bankroll cut- 
ting-edge safety improvements and 
pay for years of violations. 

Under the deal, Alpha Natural 
Resources — which acquired the 
mine’s owner, Massey Energy, ear- 
lier this year — will not be charged 
with any crimes in the April 2010 
blast at the Upper Big Branch mine

as long as the company abides by 
the settlement, U.S. Attorney Booth 
Goodwin said. But the agreement 
does not prevent individual employ- 
ees from being prosecuted. 

“No individuals are off the 
hook,” Goodwin said, adding that 


the investigation is ongoing. 

Hours after the settlement 
was announced, federal regula- 
tors released a final report detail- 
ing 369 safety violations at the 
mine, including 12 that it said con- 
tributed to the blast. Fines relat- 
ed to those violations account for 
$10.8 million of the settlement. 

“Massey management created a 
culture of fear and intimidation in 
their miners to hide their reckless 
practices,” said Mine Safety and 
Health Administration director 
Joe Main. “Today’s report brings 
to light the tragic consequences 
of a corporate culture that values 
production over people.” 

Criminal charges in the disas- 
ter have been brought against only 
one person so far: the mine’s secu- 
rity chief at the time of the blast, 
Hughie Elbert Stover. He was con- 
victed of lying to investigators and 
trying to destroy records following 
the explosion. He is awaiting sen- 
tencing.

Border Arrests Continue to Drop 


Washington 

Arrests of illegal immigrants 
along the U.S. border with Mexi- 
co are at the lowest level since the 
Nixon administration, indicating 
that fewer people are attempting 
to cross the border to live or work 
in the United States.

Blast Shocks Afghans 


At least 56 are killed 
in Kabul as threat of 
sectarian strife rises 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

In Afghanistan’s first major sectar- 
ian assault since the fall of the Tal- 
iban regime a decade ago, a suicide 
bomber slaughtered 56 Shiite wor- 
shippers and wounded more than 
160 others Tuesday outside a Shi- 
ite shrine in the capital. 

The body of a woman, clutch- 


ing a dead child in each arm, was 
sprawled along a road littered 
with bloodstained clothing and 
body parts after the blast, which 
took place as a bombing killed four 
Shiites and wounded 21 others in 
Mazar-i-Sharif. 

The decade-long Afghan war 
has largely been spared sectari- 
an violence, but Tuesday’s attack 
suggests that some militant groups 
may have shifted tactics. 

The bomb went off shortly 
before noon as worshippers had 
gathered at the Abul Fazl shrine 


Meanwhile ... 

Pakistani Interior Minister 
Rehman Malik thanked the 
country’s Taliban militant movement 
Tuesday for not staging attacks 
during this year’s Shiite Muslim 
holiday of Ashoura, a remark likely 
to draw criticism as the country 
grapples with how to subdue the 
extremists. The Pakistani Taliban 
and other Sunni extremist groups 
have frequently bombed Shiite 
processions during the holiday, (ap) 


to mark the holiday of Ashoura, 
which honors the death of Imam 
Hussein, a grandson of the Proph- 
et Muhammad. 

“It was a very powerful blast,” 
said Mahood Khan, who is in 
charge of the shrine. “It was out 
of control. Everyone was crying, 
shouting. It is a disaster.” 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai, who cut short a trip to 
Europe, issued a statement that 
called the attack on Shiites unprec- 
edented in scope. 

Some Afghans think the war 
will worsen after the U.S.-led coali- 
tion withdraws its combat troops 
by the end of 2014.

Syrian Activists: Dozens of Bodies Dumped in City 


Beirut 

Dozens of bodies were dumped in 
the streets of a Syrian city at the 
heart of the country’s nearly nine- 
month uprising, a grim sign that 
sectarian bloodshed is escalating 
as the country descends toward 
civil war. 

Up to 50 people were killed in 
Homs on Monday, but details about 
what happened in Syria’s third- 
largest city came to light only on 
Tuesday. 


Backstory 

Sectarian violence is a dire devel- 
opment in Syria and one that opposi- 
tion members say plays directly into 
the hands of President Bashar As- 
sad’s regime. Since the uprising be- 
gan, Assad portrayed himself as the 
lone force who can ward off the sec- 
tarianism that has bedeviled neigh- 
bors in Iraq and Lebanon. Opposition 
figures accuse Assad’s regime of 
trying to stir up trouble, (ap) 


“It was an insane escalation,” 
activist Mohamed Saleh said. 
“There were kidnappings and kill- 
ings in a mad way.” 

Thirty-four of the dead were 
shot execution-style and dumped in 
a public square, according to Saleh 
and others who monitor the vio- 
lence, including the Syrian Obser- 
vatory for Human Rights. 

The discovery came as the U.S.

Plans by France and Germany to 
save the euro through closer Euro- 
pean unity faced a serious chal- 
lenge Tuesday from Britain, as deep 
divisions emerged between the 17 
nations that use the euro and the 
10 that don’t. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel and French President Nico- 
las Sarkozy are demanding chang- 
es to EU treaties to tighten controls 
over spending and borrowing for all 
who use the embattled euro. 

Their comments Monday rein- 
forced market expectations that a 
Friday summit of EU leaders would 
finally contain the debt crisis that 
has engulfed the continent and 


threatens the global economy. 

Still, British Prime Minister 
David Cameron, whose country 
does not use the euro, urged the 
eurozone to come together to solve 
the crisis but warned Britain would 
insist on “some safeguards.” 

“As long as we get those, then 
that treaty can go ahead,” he said. 
“If we can’t get those, it won’t.” 

Safeguards included keeping 
the EU market of 500 million con- 
sumers and ensuring that eurozone 


moves don’t threaten London’s sta- 
tus as a global financial center. 

Adding to the pressure, Stan- 
dard & Poor’s warned it could 
downgrade 15 eurozone nations 
and Europe’s bailout fund if Euro- 
pean leaders don’t act. 

If the bailout fund is downgrad- 
ed, it could lead to higher lending 
rates for other countries, making 
recovery tougher.

Election Clamor 
Grows in Russia 


Dogged protesters 
scuffle with police 
over contested vote 

Moscow 

Police clashed with demonstra- 
tors protesting vote fraud in Mos- 
cow and at least two other major 
Russian cities Tuesday, as anger 
boiled over against Prime Minis- 
ter Vladimir Putin and his ruling 
United Russia party. 

At least 250 people were 
detained by police at a Moscow 
protest, police said. Russian news 
agencies reported about 200 were 
arrested at a similar rally in St. 
Petersburg, and 25 were arrested 
in the city of Rostov-on-Don. 

It was the second night of large 
protests in Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg, an unusually sustained show 
of indignation after widespread 
reports of fraud in Sunday’s par-

Johnson, county executive 
from 2002 to December 2010, was 
charged with evidence tamper- 
ing and destruction of evidence 
after federal agents arrested him 
and his wife, Leslie, 59, last year. 
Their arrest roiled county govern- 
ment, ensnared developers and offi- 
cials and led to an ongoing eth- 
ics reform. 

Hours after his arrest, John- 
son said he was not guilty and 
“absolutely convinced” he would 
be cleared. He pleaded guilty in 
May to extortion and to witness 
and evidence tampering. 

Tuesday’s hearing brought to a 
close what had all the makings of a 
storied career. Johnson was sworn in 
as only the second black to hold the 
office of county executive in Prince 
George’s County and was among 
the first wave of African-American 
politicians to take control of Mary- 
land’s second-largest county.

Fairfax Approves Silver Line Deal 


Funding for Phase 
2 of project is OK’d 
despite reservations 

Fairfax, Va. 

The Fairfax County Board of 
Supervisors on Tuesday approved 
a revised funding agreement for 
the second phase of Metrorail’s 
extension to Dulles Internation- 
al Airport despite some members’ 
misgivings that the project’s total 
costs are still uncertain and like- 
ly to rise. 

The board’s vote amounted to 
final approval for a deal brokered 
this year by U.S. Transportation Sec- 


retary Ray LaHood in a bid to shave 
costs from Metro’s Silver Line from 
Wiehle Avenue in Reston to Route 
772 in Loudoun County. 

County officials said the new 
agreement should reduce the 
total estimated cost of the second 
phase by about one-quarter, from 
$3.8 billion to $2.8 billion, and 
trims as much as $757 million from 
the burden on drivers who use the 
Dulles Toll Road. The biggest sav- 
ings came after the Metropolitan 
Washington Airports Authori- 
ty, which is managing the entire 
$6 billion project, reversed its deci- 
sion to put the Dulles Airport sta- 
tion underground.

portation, Loudoun County Board 
of Supervisors and airports author- 
ity have signed off on the deal. Vir- 
ginia has also agreed to kick in 
$150 million, subject to approv- 
al by the General Assembly at its 
session next year. 

Fairfax Board Chairman Sha- 
ron S. Bulova, a Democrat, congrat- 


ulated County Executive Anthony 
H. Griffin and members of his staff 
for negotiating the deal and urged 
its approval. 

“This strategy brings the cost

D.C. Council OKs Ethics Package 


Deal for reform gets 
unanimous initial 
approval by city brass 

Washington 

The D.C. Council has grant- 
ed preliminary approval to a 
broad package of ethics reforms. 

The council voted unanimous- 
ly Tuesday to approve the 
bill. Council member Harry 
Thomas Jr., whose home was raided 
Friday by federal agents investi- 
gating his alleged diversion of 
city funds for personal use, 
was present and voted for the 
measure.

Davis, Williams will 
miss the remaining 4

The Redskins 

Redskins left tackle Trent Williams 
and tight end Fred Davis were for- 
mally suspended without pay for 
four games by the NFL Tuesday 
after failing multiple drug tests, 
according to a statement issued by 
the league Tuesday afternoon. The 
suspensions begin immediately 
Williams reluctantly accept- 


ed the penalty earlier Tuesday, 
according to a person familiar 
with his situation. Davis’ response 
was less clear; he had been explor- 
ing other options over the suspen- 
sion, which was hammered out in 
a deal between the NFL and the 
NFL Players Association. 

Williams and Davis were 
among 11 NFL players who failed 
drug tests at the start of training 
camp, immediately after the NFL 
lockout was lifted. But as part of 
the settlement between the NFL 
and the players union, those play- 
ers received no punishment under 


Challenge Coming? 

Fred Davis, whose contract expires 
at the end of this season, was work- 
ing with an attorney before the NFL 
issued its statement announcing his 
suspension to determine whether 
he could challenge the penalty. He 
seemed to have little recourse. Be- 
cause the suspension is part of a 
settlement between the league and 
the union, he would have to chal- 
lenge both in court.

I saw Cook in 2005, and while I 
laughed often, I can’t remember a 
single joke. That’s the problem: You 
remember what he’s like; you don’t re- 
member what he said. Cook claims he 
took stand-up everywhere he wanted 
to take it. In reality, he probably didn’t 
have anywhere else to go.

Because Amy Winehouse was 
nowhere close to completing a fol- 
low-up to her breakout 2006 release, 
“Back to Black,” when she died last 
summer, “Lioness: Hidden Trea- 
sures,” unlike many posthumous 
sets, doesn’t provide a road map to 
a last album that never was.

affectionate, reggae-style “Our 
Day Will Come”) and rap. 


On “Like Smoke,” a retro pop- 
goes-hip-hop collaboration with 
Nas, Winehouse hovers over her 
verse like a ghost while Nas offers 
non sequiturs about the World 
Bank. “You know how me and 
Amy are/Straight playas,” he says, 
and it’s surely the least convincing 
line of the year. 

Its earliest track is a brisk, 
bubbly version of “The Girl From 
Ipanema,” recorded when Wine- 
house was 18. Her voice becomes 
looser and more raw as the tracks 
progress (though “Lioness” isn’t 
arranged chronologically, and for 
good reason), first pleasingly, then 
less so. It ends with a 2009 cover 
of Leon Russell’s “A Song for You”

Over the past decade, guitar and 
drum duo the Black Keys have 
brought their forceful take on garage 
rock, blues and rockabilly to a mass 
audience. As a band whose closest 
antecedents are great but largely 
unheard acts like Flat Duo Jets and 
the Sonics, this could be considered 
something of an upset. 

But the band’s success is no 
fluke: Over time, guitarist and lead 
vocalist Dan Auerbach and drum- 
mer Patrick Carney have alchem-

“Pearl Harbor: 24 Hours 
After” commemorates the 
70th anniversary of the 
“date which will live in infamy” 
with an engaging minute-by-min- 
ute account of the day America was 
plunged into war. 

The special does a good job of 
juxtaposing world-shaking events 
and decisions with tiny, inti- 
mate details. President Franklin 
Roosevelt was at work in his pri- 
vate office, relaxing with his beloved 
stamp collection, when word came 
of the Japanese attack on the Pacif- 
ic Fleet. He had a terrific cold and 
sinus condition that day, an ail- 
ment that doctors most likely treat- 
ed with cocaine. 

We get a finely detailed account 
of Roosevelt as he composed his 
famous war declaration to be

delivered the very next day. Writ- 
ing and editing don’t usually make 
for good television, but this is an 
exception. 

We’re also told how the Secret 
Service had no bulletproof car to 
drive Roosevelt to the Capitol to 
deliver his war address. So the Trea- 
sury Department commandeered a 
car that once belonged to A1 Capone. 
And when the president arrived, he 
had to create the illusion of “walk- 


ing” past both houses of Congress, 
even though he had been paralyzed 
for 20 years. 

Historians interviewed here 
give Roosevelt high marks for his 
calm and his ability to articulate the 
defiant resolve of a nation that had, 
only 24 hours before, been bitterly 
divided about entering World War 
II. And “Pearl Harbor: 24 Hours 
After” deserves high marks, too.
